WILMINGTON - Fora period 
of 15 years, from 1919 to 1934, it was 
illegal to make, own or consume 
alcoholic beverages anywhere in 
the United States.

section of Route 38,” says 
Superintendent Onusseit. “This 
includes deteriorated pave- 
ment, inadequate drainage, 
poor traffic flow at the Route 38 
intersection, and the lack of a 
continuous sidéwalk.”

WILMINGTON - As part of | 


the 2003 budget that was passed 
by the State Legislature, the 
Registry of Motor Vehicles is 
required to raise fees for 
Wilmington and Tewksbury 
customers whose Class D dri- 
ver’s licenses and vehicle regis- 
trations expire after Tuesday, 
October 1. 

Registration fees for passen- 
ger vehicles will jump from $30 
to $36 every two years, while 
the license renewal fee will 
increase from $33.75 to $40 
every five years.

WHS Boys Soccer team preview 


~ Defense is the 
best offense

Over the last few seasons, the 
Wilmington High boys’ soccer 
team has been spoiled because of 
the goal scoring ability of Adam 
Jensen. Jensen graduated this past 
June from WHS leaving with al- 
most 40 career goals, including 15 
last year. He was a very skillful 
player, who at one time last sea- 
son scored every team goal during 
a six-game stretch. 

This year’s team doesn't have 
a Jensen, who they can count on 
for 15 goals. Instead, Steve Scanlon 
seems to have a team which on 
paper could be very good defen- 
sively, while, offensively he'll be 
looking for someone or several 
players tostep upandtake charge. 

“I'd say we are cautiously opti- 
mistic about this upcoming sea- 
son,” said Scanlon, nowin his third 
season as coach. “So far in the 
scrimmages it’s been Jekyl and 
Hyde. Some games wehavelooked 
very good and the others were 
poor lackluster efforts. We have 
some questions, but we're hoping 
we can turn the corner.” 

Scanlon said that last year’s 9 
7-3 overall record, including a 1-0 
loss to Brighton in the first round 
of the Division 2 North state tour- 
nament, was an underachieving 
season. The team begun last sea- 
son with a 442 system before 
Scanlon changed it to a 2-5-3 half 
way through the season because 
the ‘Cats were allowing too many 
goals. Scanlon would like to go 
back to the 442 this season and 
with the returning veterans he has 
on the backline, he believes this 
time it should work. 

“haven't decided who is going 
to play net yet but if we get that 
settled I think we could be very 
good defensively,” he said. “We 
have some veteran defenders and 
we have some really good depth 
which I think should really help 
us.” 

Defensively the team will be 
led by two of its three captains 
Jason Gustin and Paul Sferrazza. 
Gustin has really emerged as one 
of the league’s premier players. 
He was a league all-star last year 


and rightfully so. He is a very 
hard nosed player, who attacks 
well, passes well and is techni- 
cally very sound. Sferrazza is an- 
other hard nosed player. He’s not 
the biggest player on the field, but 
he plays with intelligence know- 
ing what todo with the ball. Senior 
Roman Walsh is another steady 
defender who will be a starter, 
and the three of them will join 
sophomore Anthony Azevedo, who 
had a very strong freshman sea- 
son last year. He will betheteam’s 
sweeper, Gustin will play stopper, 
and Walsh and Sferrazza will be 
flanker backs. 

Senior John Tobin will be a 
versatile player in the back rotat- 
ing infor all four defenders, while, 
junior Zach Mitzan and sopho- 
more Anthony Grilo add depth to 
the team’s defense. 

Behind thedefense seems to be 
the biggest question thus far in 
pre-season. Junior Mike Cullen 
served as a back-up last year to 
Chris Flynn. He is competing with 
junior Andy Bamberg, who played 
forward last year. Bamberg’s 
older brother Joe played years 
ago and Scanlon said the two of 
them have the same aggressive 
style which he likes. 

“Mike is bigger and has more 
experience and Andy is more vo- 
cal and more aggressive,” said 
Scanlon. “We still have another 
scrimmage and that will probably 
be the deciding factor. But we 
hope one of them emerges and 
takes the number one spot.” 

Midfield depth could really be 
beneficial to the team. Senior cap- 
tain John Lee, a typical Wilming- 
ton player who is tough and plays 
physical, willbe one of the players 
looked upon to get the ball to the 
forwards. He'll be joined with re- 
turners Matt Goldblatt and jun- 
iors Eric Pelletier and Dennis 
Robilliard. Juniors Willie 
Fiumara, Mike Kelly and Brian 
Schell could also see sometime as 
midfielders but will also be at- 
tackers as well. 

Theteamalso addedtwotrans- 
fers, including midfielder Tim 
Tessnow of Germany. Scanlonsaid 
thus far he looks to be a pretty 
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good player who distributes the 
ball very well andhasa take charge 
of 


senior Julie Fiumara is also a 
midfielder. 

Besides Kelly, Schell and Willie 
Fiumara, the offense willbe helped 
by another transfer student Brian 
Lemke, a junior who came over 
from Wakefield High. Freshman 
P.J. Russo will also see time up 
front and Scanlon believes he has 
strong potential. Junior Todd Chen 
isup fromthe JV teamasa striker 
and Bamberg could also return as 
a forward providing even more 
depth. 

“The 44-2 system is more of- 
fensive and it’s a more exciting 
system to play,” said Scanlon. 
“We're hoping to generate more 
offense with a lot more players 
involved. I think Mike Kelly could 
have a big season and really be a 
leader for us.

ing traffic loads the Massachusetts Highway Department 
is still seeking a method to reduce the load at the Route 
128/196 and 1-93 cloverleaf. 

Doug Cope explained, 


: MassHighway Spokesperson 

: "That cloverleaf is the most heavily traveled intersection 
; in the state. It also has the most accidents in the state. 
"We are attempting to eliminate the weaving situation 
: that occurs now." 

The "weaving situation" refers to the traffic coming 
: off the ramps from 1-93 to head south on Route 128/1-95 
as traffic heading south tries to exit onto the southbound 
lanes of I-93. The same situation can occur on the north- 
: bound side as traffic from Route 128/1-95 heads attempts 
‘ to go up onto the northbound lanes of 1-93 while traffic 
' from that roadway attempts to gain entry onto the north- 
: bound lanes of Route 128/1-93. 

‘The results, according to Cope, is that the most recent 
: traffic counts available show an average of 400,000 vehi- 
cles per-day using the interchange and a three year total 
for 1997, 98 and '99 came to 678 accidents in the three 
year period. 

"We are looking at a safety issue basically," Cope 
said, “We are trying to address the safety in the area." 

The McKeown interchange was designed principally 
: to deliver traffic to the North Woburn area that has been 
: opened for industrial and commercial development since 
: the polluted land in the area was capped. Cope said a 
: hoped for side effect was to detour some of the traffic 
heading south on Rote 128/1-95 away from the cloverleaf 
and send it out by way of Commerce Avenue. 

‘To a very small extent this may have worked, but not 
in great numbers. The raw figures show that 6,247 vehi- 
: cles a day are using the off ramp from 1-93 south to 
: Commerce Way/Atlantic Avenue while 5,266 vehicles per- 
- day make the return trip. 

On the flip side of the coin 4,977 vehicles head north 
on 1-93 to use the McKeown off-ramp and 4,468 vehicles 

make the return trip. These are great numbers 
for those drivers who are looking for a "secret" route to 
escape the one and two-mile back-ups waiting at the 
cloverleaf to get onto Route 128/1-93 south. 

"It has probably helped traffic at Route 128," Cope 
said. 

As he explained, the numbers are "raw". 


"It takes time to compile traffic numbers and then they need to 
analyze the numbers and see what they mean," he said. 

According to Cope, the McKeown Interchange was "a good pro- 
ject to open up that area a little more. It provided access to a new 
‘Park-N-Ride’ area so that people could take the commuter rail or 
buses to other parts of the state. 

That aspect has worked out very well, according to Lydia 
Rivera, a spokesperson for the MBTA. She said that the Anderson 


Regional Transportation Center opened near the intersection of | 
Commerce Way and Atlantic Avenue on May 1, 2001. A total of 22 | 
trains travel in each direction through the station and carry 1,032 
people as opposed to the 493 passengers that boarded at the former 
Mishawum Station per-day. 

"Anderson has definitely increased ridership over Mishawum," 
Rivera said.
